With the British Army at 
Front—During the last part of the 
German retreat orders were given 
requiring the restriction of looting to 
mattresses,-wool and similar articles 
The order was probably due to mi 
tary transport difficalties which re= 
quired thar only the most important 
material skould be carried back to 
Germany. It does not seem to have 
been due to any change of policy for 
there were many evidences that the 
Germans had undergone no change 
of heart before leaving. Two graves 
found in the area regained by the 
British first army were marked “To 
unknown British soldiers.” When 
they weré opened they were found to 
contain mines and fuses so arranged 
as to explode when the graves were 
opened. There were many such al- 
leged graves which the enemy had 
prepared, containing boxes of hand 
Rrenades, The contents of these 
boxes would explode when the lids 
were removed. A stall in a telephone 
excliange had becn partly damaged 
and cunningly deviced to. explode a 
mine upon making connection with 
the switchboard to test the appara- 
tos, 

Within twelve mites of Ghent 1 
saw German flat cars loaded with 
Jooted Belgian civil machinery which 
the enemy had been unable to. re 
more in his hurried retreat.
